FRANCE AND GERMANY. 

Berlin, May 16th.—After more than a 
weok's silence some of tha German papers 
are beginning to find room for comments:on 
the Fronch mobilisation echeme. This 
avoning tho Kreuz Zeitung coutains a com- 
munication from Paris, ‘from a ‘woll-in- 
formed quatter,’ which Js, strange to say, 
rother alarmist in tone. It representa tho 
political future in -Francaus very uncertain, 
and conti -ues;—‘ Under such circum- 
stances the intention ofthe, French Gov- 
orament to mobilise an Army Corps may 
assume an importance which will forco Ger- 
miny to take counter steps for the sake of 
safety. Tho French Govorament, therefore, 
need nob wonder if in lending circles 
in Germany the advisbility of putting 
alithe trcops in the Roichsland on a war 
footing should be considered.. The yentle- 
. | mon-«f the French War Office will therefore 
perhaps: reconsider the matter thoroughly 
before taking the first stop towards war.’ 
Tho Post also pnblishea 4 letter signed 
*Tonjours en Vedette,’ in which the writer 
argnes that the mobilisation of two Western 
Army Corps would demand on the part of 
Germany much greater attention than if the 
mobilisation. took - placo on the Eastern 
frontier, ‘This ia explained as follows :— 
“The French endeavour is, as from the 
French point of iew it must alwaya be, to 
take Germany by surprite, aud snatch the 
Reichsland frum her, at least for a while, 
before the German Armies could be moved 
up. Tho French froutier corps are, there- 
fore, much stronger than the others—in the 
first place, it is true, chiefly for purposes 
of defence, The somo is the case in 
Gurmeny,. whose garrisons on and near 
the Western frontier hove very: recently 
beon increased and atrengthened ; but the 
Fregch are materially in advance in . this 
respect, becauso thoir Field Artillery: ‘has 
most of its ammunition snd other waggous 
permanently horsed. Evou ‘if these half- 
mobilised troops wera thrown into action.at. 
once; ‘the evils of tho comparatively in- 
complete formations wotld be much loss 
felt than in 1870, when quite weak peace- 
formations caine into action, for the 
Cavalry is quite ready, whilst the Artillery 
and Infantry would be a8 good as complote- 
ly mobilised within forty-eight “houra by 
cilling in tho men on furlough and the 
horses fromithe ,immediato neighbourhood. 
The mobilisation of the frontier Corps 
would, therefore, be ‘no test of the mobilis- 
ing + wer of. the “unprepared”. Corps. 
IfGo. sral Boulanger, a3 suon as the two 
Western Qurps are rudy, would, im- 
mediately bring the railway transport,. fuur 
or five complete Army Oorpa might oross 
the German frontior“within fourdays. “For 
that we must be prepared, tha state of feal-. 
ing in Franco being eo variable. A peaceful 
Government, without uny arriére pensée un- 
dortakes mobilisation, bui as soon 43 thie is 
dona a warlike Powor comes to the frunt 
and sends the troops,-not home but to the 
frontier. Should we not then be oampetied 
also-to_ mobilise more than two Corps, not 
ia the East bat in the centre? Certaiuly, 
bat even that: wauld notsuffice } we should 
be compelled: to call infor service in youd 
time all thy horaes and men iu. the Reichs- 
lad, fur when the Fronch are once in tho 
country both men and horses are lost to ut. 
‘The great majority of the men would even 
employ against us’ what they ‘have. learnt, 
If the French mobilise Eastern Corps only, 
they ara aixty or seventy thousand men 
weaker than under tho tircumstunces dis- 
cussed above, ‘if a sudden paroxysm shoald 
sciza tham.’ The Post itself, however, is 
not much alarmea by this latter, for it pre- 
faovs it by tho remark that Goneral Boul- 
anger’s mobilisation achome seems already 
to be mecting with opposition in. Com- 
mittee,

THE GREAT TEMPLE OF KIOTO. 

Captain. Brinkley sonds to the Furtnightly 
Review an interesting description of things 
in Jnpan which are rarely seen by a visitor, 
such as the great: temple. of Kioto, the old 
eapital ofthe Mikados,*edolding in sone 


ways almost matchless in the world, or the | 


temple, scarcely ‘smallor, called the Chion- 
in, with its imposing though simple. ritual,

*A¥most all the decorations of the 'im- 
mense hall, 168 feet long by 138 feet deep 
and nearly 60 feet high, were concentrated 
into ona spot about the altar, the effect 
being that the whcle chancel seemed a mus 
‘of mellow gold and ‘rich colours, softonod,. 
‘on either side, by wide spaces to which the 
daylight - scarcely penetrated . “Within-a 
circular enclosure, at the hither end of ihe 
nave, sat a band of acolytes, chanting, toan 
accompaniment of wooden timbrels, the invo~ 
cation, ‘Nawu Auiida Bute.’ ‘Their voices 
were pitched in wttares, and by simply vary- 
ing the number of chantors from timoto 
time, the cadence waa: saved from any 
wearisome eftect, Aftor this had continued 
for some mivutes, nine privsts, richly robod, 
eworged slowly from the back of the 
chancel, aud kneeled before ran equal num- 
ber of small leoterns placed iu a line to the 
left uf the altar.
